Anna Duggar is not angry. On Aug. 20 
her husband, Josh, admitted that he had 
been “the biggest hypocrite ever.” When 
j he confessed to being unfaithful and 
to an addiction to pornography after he 
was exposed in the massive hack 
of cheating website Ashley Madison, 
Anna’s response was in line with the 
way she has been taught all her life. 

^ “She doesn’t get mad” a Duggar family 

source tells People. “It is not godly for 
a woman to get mad. She is not allowed 
to.” Like her mother-in-law, Michelle, 
“she is very quiet,” says the source. 
“She even talks like her, really soft.” 
Meanwhile, several of her siblings 
begged her to leave Josh, even offering 
to buy her and her four children a plane 
ticket, and her brother Daniel blasted 
the 27-year-old firstborn Duggar on 
Facebook, saying, “I won’t stop trying 
to get that pig out of our family.” Anna 
responded by largely cutting off com- 
munication with them. With no friends 
and almost zero contact with the larger 
world beyond Josh and his family, “her 
situation is unreal,” says the source. 
“The scary thing is, I don’t know who is 
talking to Anna, outside of the people 
in Duggarville.” 


In 2012 Josh posed with 
h is g rowi ng f a mi ly, 
including wife Anna, 
daughter Mackynzie and 
son Michael. ‘1 am so 
ashamed,” he said after 
the cheating scandal 
came to light. 
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Now Duggarville itself is under siege. 
With two scandals in three months, the 
famous family’s insular world— care- 
fully constructed and zealously 
guarded by powerful patriarch Jim 
Bob— is being exposed for the first time 
by those on the inside. Josh’s own 
admission of a sex-fueled ''double life” 
in which he paid almost $1,000 to Ash- 
ley Madison, including a $249 fee for 
an "affair guarantee,” has been the big- 
gest blow yet to the family’s image. 
Now, as hostilities mount between 
Anna’s siblings and Josh’s— Daniel’s 
comments were made in response 
to a Facebook post by Josh’s sister 
Jessa, in which she shared a Bible pas- 
sage about being cleansed of sin— the 
brand of wholesome Christian values 
that helped make their TLC reality 
show 19 Kids and Counting a hit for 
10 seasons is crumbling, even if the 
family’s faith is not. "Their faith is in no 
way rocked by this,” says a source with 
ties to the family. "If anything, they 


are feeling more devout than ever 
because they are turning 100 percent 
to God and prayer and their church 
community to help them get through 
this.” (The Duggar family did not 
respond to requests for comment.) 

The idea that Anna, 27, might 

leave her husband is 
unthinkable to her, say sev- 
eral people close to the situ- 
ation. "She will be told the 
Cross forgives every sin and 
Satan is trying to attack her 
marriage,” says the Duggar 
family source. Once an out- 
going "bossy big sister,” as a source close 
to Anna describes her, Anna was intro- 
duced to Josh after their like-minded 
parents arranged a "courtship.” Although 
the 2006 police report that revealed 
Josh had molested five underage girls as 
a teen was not yet public, "we all knew 
that something had happened, but it 


definitely wasn’t portrayed in its 
entirety,” says the source close to Anna. 
"They kind of tried to hide it from 
everybody. Anna did know, but it was 
kind of something that was swept under 
the rug, and nobody made a big deal out 
of it.” Even after Anna’s par- 
ents learned the truth, "they 
still gave their blessing,” adds 
the source, noting that grow- 
ing up, Anna and her siblings 
were limited to one 15-minute 
session per week to share 
their feelings with their mom. 
"How she was brought up, if 
your parents gave their bless- 
ing, then you pretty much 
marry the guy, and that’s what God’s will 
is for you. That’s what’s best for your life, 
and that’s it. It was just her looking to 
her parents and them being okay with it, 
and then she became okay with it.” 

And when Anna did learn other hus- 
band’s history, the source says, she 
wouldn’t have had the tools to fully

understand it. Like Josh and his broth- 
ers and sisters, Anna was raised within 
the rigid ideology of the conservative 
patriarchal movement, a catchall term 
that encompasses several fundamen- 
talist Christian sects. Although the 
Duggars have carefully avoided pub- 
licly aligning themselves with that ide- 
ology or any other— including the 
controversial Quiverfull movement 
(see box) —their views on sexuality, sex, 
marriage and the role of women mirror 
those espoused by Bill Gothard, a dis- 
graced leader in the movement. (In 
2014 Gothard was placed on adminis- 
trative leave from the Institute in Basic 
Life Principles, the ministry he 
founded, after female staffers accused 
him of sexual harassment. No charges 
were filed, but he subsequently 
resigned.) The Duggars have been a fix- 
ture at annual conventions in which 
Gothard’s teachings are advanced, 
and the family source says the

favored guest at the family’s guarded 
compound in Tontitown, Ark. ''Every- 
one who has spent any real amount of 
time with them has known forever that 
they are essentially devout Gothard fol- 
lowers,” says the source with ties to the 
family, "and that there’s not a whole lot 
different between what they’re doing 
and a cult. And those same people have 
known for quite some time that Jim 
Bob calls all the shots. Always has and 
always will.” 

The Duggar family source, who has 
spent time with Jim Bob, 50, concurs. 
"Jim Bob’s favorite word is no. He’s 
like a dictator. He once saw a guy kiss- 
ing a girl before marriage and con- 
fronted him about it. And the guy said, 
'Jim Bob, show me that verse in the 
Bible that says we can’t kiss. Get out 
your Bible.’ And Jim Bob was like, 
'Uhhhhhh . . . ’ Because no one ever 

confronts Jim Bob. No one.” 

The father’s role as the 
supreme head of the house 


is a cornerstone of the conservative 
patriarchal movement. When a wife 
submits to her husband, "she is told it 
is a way to open a channel for God to be 
able to work in his heart,” says Vyckie 
Garrison, a former disciple of the Quiv- 
erfull movement who now speaks out 
against it on her blog No Longer Quiv- 
ering. "That is why they put him as the 
leader of the home and make sure he 
makes all the decisions. The husbands 
are catered to like temper-tantrum- 
throwing 3-year-olds. The wives 
become total martyrs, and the hus- 
bands become complete narcissists. It 
is a really bad dynamic.” 

The source close to Anna, one of 
eight children, says her parents’ views 
are "even a little more extreme” than 
the Duggars’ in many ways. "A lot of 
things she was so sheltered about,” 
says the source. "She was familiar with 
the words 'rape’ or 'abuse,’ but I don’t 
think she really understood what that 
even meant, as far as molesting and

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things like that. She was very, very 
sheltered with anything to do with 
physical relations.” 

Growing up on the family’s isolated 
compound, Josh would have had a sim- 
ilar experience. 'They don’t talk about 
sex. They don’t talk about sexuality,” 
says the Duggar family source. "It’s cov- 
ered up, and it’s shameful.” Physical 
contact before marriage is limited to 
chaste "side hugs,” and self-expression 
is so forbidden that, the source says, 
Jim Bob combed through all his chil- 
dren’s toys to remove the batteries of 
any that made music, "because he 
didn’t want them to dance or move 
their bodies that way.” 

Before their 2008 wedding, Anna 
and Josh would never have kissed. Less 
than four months later she was preg- 
nant with their first child. For many 
disciples of conservative patriarchy, 
"the wife is obligated to provide sex to 
her husband on demand,” says Garri- 


son. "Your body doesn’t belong to you, 
and you are required to just submit to 
that.” The source with ties to the Dug- 
gar family says Anna may try to "absorb 
some of the blame” for her husband’s 
transgressions: "Maybe not publicly 
but privately there will be some sug- 
gestion of whether she should have 
been more aware of the 
pressures Josh was under 
and how she could have bet- 
ter counseled him.” 

In belief systems such as 
Quiverfull, "women are 
taught that their sexual 
purity is of paramount 
importance and that 
they’re responsible for men’s sexual 
reactions to them,” says Kathryn 
Joyce, author of Quiverfull: Inside the 
Christian Patriarchy Movement. "It 
has been common not just in Quiver- 
full circles but also more broadly in 
some fundamentalist Christian com- 


munities to hold women responsible 
for men’s sexuality and their choices, 
whether by accusing women of caus- 
ing men 'to stumble’ because of how 
they dress or accusing wives of causing 
their husbands’ affairs because they 
didn’t satisfy them.” (Michelle herself 
spoke of once accidentally tempting 
men by mowing the lawn in 
her bikini: "I had no idea 
what I was doing to my 
neighbor’s husband across 
the street. No wonder the 
woman hated our family. ... I 
had no clue as far as the 
responsibility I had in that 
the way I dressed caused 
men to have struggles.”) 

In their own 2014 advice book Grow- 
ing Up Duggar, four of the Duggar 
daughters— including Jill, 24, and 
Jessa, 22, both of whom stepped for- 
ward as two of Josh’s molestation vic- 
tims— shared that the family has a code 
word, "Nike,” to help the men avoid 
lustful thoughts if an attractive woman 
crosses their path. "That’s a signal to 
the boys, and even to Dad, that they 
should nonchalantly drop their eyes 
and look down at their shoes as we 
walk past her,” they wrote. "It’s meant 
to help keep the guys’ eyes from seeing 
things they shouldn’t be seeing. By 
using the single-word signal, the warn- 
ing can be given quietly and discreetly.” 
Adds the Duggar family source: "They 
say it, and all the boys look straight 
down to the floor every time. It’s like an 
automatic military thing. Things like 
that blow my mind.”

Josh’s inner conflict was apparent 

even in his public apology, which was 
amended twice: first to remove the ref- 
erence to allowing "Satan to build a 
fortress” in his heart "that no one 
knew about,” and later to delete the 
mention of his "secret addiction” to 
pornography. Like his father, a former 
Arkansas state representative with 
powerful political connections. Josh 
hoped to have a career promoting the 
family’s deeply conservative agenda.

Energy Future Holdings Corp., Ebasco Services, 
Inc., EECI, Inc. and certain subsidiaries (“EFH”) 
owned, operated, maintained, or built certain power 
plants across the United States and in other countries 
where asbestos was present. Workers at these power 
plants (and family members and others who came into 
contact with these workers) may have been exposed to 
asbestos. 

Anyone who has a claim today against EFH for 
asbestos-related illness or who may develop an 
asbestos-related illness in the future, must submit 
a claim by December 14. 2015. at 5:00 p.m.. 

prevailing Eastern Time to be eligible for 

compensation now or in the future. 

What is asbestos? 

Asbestos is a fiber which was used as insulation in 
walls, wires, pipes, boilers, generators, steam traps, 
pumps, valves, electrical boards, gaskets, packing 
material, turbines, compressors, cement and cement 
pipes. Workers responsible for building and maintaining 
power plants and equipment also wore insulated clothing 
or gear that may have contained asbestos. Virtually 
all power plants built before 1980 used or contained 
asbestos-containing products. 

Asbestos-related illnesses can be very serious or 
fatal and include diseases such as mesothelioma, lung 
cancer, laryngeal cancer, esophageal cancer, pharyngeal 
cancer, stomach cancer and asbestosis. Even if your 
exposure to asbestos was many years ago and you are 
not sick today, this notice could affect you. Asbestos- 
related illness can occur decades and even 50 years 
after the exposure to asbestos that caused the illness. 

Which power plants are included? 

You or a family member could have been exposed at 
any of the power plants related to EFH. These power 
plants were located across the United States and some 
in foreign countries. For a list of the included power 
plants, visit the website below or call 1-877-276-7311. 


How could this affect me? 

You could have been exposed to asbestos if you or 
a family member worked at any of the included power 
plants as an employee, a contractor, or in any other role. 
You also could have been exposed by coming in contact 
with another person who worked at a power plant (for 
example, if asbestos was brought home on your spouse 
or parent’s clothing). You may also file a claim on 
behalf of a deceased family member. 

What do I do now? 

If you believe that you or a family member 
may have been exposed to asbestos at an included 
plant, submit a claim by December 14. 2015. 
at 5:00 p.m.. prevailing Eastern Time . Go to 
www.EFHAsbestosClaims.com to submit your claim 
online. To get a paper claim form, visit the website 
or call 1-877-276-7311. Submitting a claim preserves 
your right to ask for money if you develop asbestos- 
related illness in the future. 

You can submit a claim yourself or you can ask a 
lawyer to help you. If you are not ill today, completing 
a claim takes about five minutes. 

What if I do nothing? 

If you do not submit a claim and later develop 
asbestos-related disease, you will be eligible for 
compensation from EFH. Even if you have not been 
diagnosed with disease or experienced symptoms, 
you must make a claim to preserve your right to 
compensation if you develop an asbestos-related illness 
in the future.
